TESTIMONY OF MARY BARR CONTINUED. 
He had a spade; she asked him » what he 
was going to do with the spade; he said 
be was going to take it home. 
He said 
that he borrowed it of J ohn Hetler. 
He 
carried the spade in iiis left hand. 
He 
used the spade for a sort of a cane; left 
him at the cross roads. 
[Near culv ert 
where body was found.] He turned west, 
she went on south to Siebert’s. 
She does 
not know as she did any thing when she 
got there; helped a child to get ready to 
go to school; met Mosse at the same cross 
roads on the Wednesday before; he was 
then doing nothing; talked with Mosse; 
asked him what he was doing there and 
he said he was loafing; saw him about 
eight o’clock in the morning; she knows 
Maggie Smith; she had a ring; saw Mosse 
wear a ring with a black cross on it; did 
not know wether or not it wras gold. The 
rjng was shown to her and witness said 
it looks like the ring she saw Mosse wear 
often; saw him hav e it a couple of weeks 
before the body of the murdered man was 
found; would not know the spade. 


CROSS EXAMINATION. 
Don’t know how long it was when she 
first saw Mosse until she caught up with 
him. 
She knew it was after sev en when 
she started because looked at the clock ; 
she did not say it was “ most sev en and I 
am going’’—she said that she usually had 
her breakfast when she got up to eat it. 
Don’t know what time she got up that 
morning; she generally got up when she 
got ready ; she stopped at Mrs. J ones and 
talked on her way that morning; perhaps 
it was ten minutes forshe caught up with 
J o. 
Knows it was ten minutes before 
eight when she got at Siebert’s; could not 
remember $v ery time she looked at the 
clock. 
The reason why she knows it was 
ten minutes Of eight when she arriv ed 
there is because it was ten minutes to 
eight. She did say When before the 
coroner th il it was ten minutes to eight, 
she does khow that she told the coroner’s 
ju ry thst ft wKI ten ffithates to eig h t. Re­ 
members ev ery thing she testified to be­ 


fore the coroner’s jury . 
She talked with 
J o on the walk that morning; did her 
share of it. She asked J o where he was 
going; he said going to Hetler’s; she nex t 
asked him what he was going to do with 
the spade; asked where he got it; he said 
down here; lie did not say where. 
She 
did not state before the coroner’s jury 
(hat he did not reply when she asked him 
where he got the spade. 
She talked about 
sev eral matters; discussed the Catholic 
religion. 
She did not agree with Mosse 
on that; talked about the theatre then in 
town; the talk was div ided up; slie did 
her part. 
They also talked about the 
college. 
He said he would not go there 
this winter. 
She said *ske wished she 
could go. 
When asked what was said 
when they parted at cross roads she hesi­ 
tated. 
Bethea asked if she did not want 
to tell. 
She said she just liv es as not. 
Mosse said to her: 
“ Take care of y our­ 
self.” 
She did hot tell him any thing in reply . 
“ Made a face at him.” She did it because 
it was her habit. 
Slie did not forget what 
he said about the spade. 


W. T. HATHAWAY: 
Hus resided in Dix ou about 24 y ears 
painter by trade; remembered when tlie^ 
body was found* at culv ert; kelped to 
look for the spade; found it nearly oppo­ 
site the Ilill school house; about one mile 
west of where body was found, 
Found it 
about elev en o ’cIo c k Saturday morning. 
It was in the hedge; and was cov ered 
by grass. Spade ex hibited; marked so he 
would know it. 
When searching near 
the culv ert, Frank Green found part of a 
walnut club. 
The largest end was about 
100 feet from the culv ert. 
This club is 
about two feet long, and less than two 
inches in diameter at the largest end, am 
tapers v ery much to the small end. 


CROSS-EXAMINED. 


Spade was stuck in under hedge; that 
was all the concealment there was; it 
was nearly opposite the llill school house 
The club was found ou south side; about 
100 feet southwest from the culy ert; ex ­ 
amined earth at north side of culv ert; 
found collar button; earth was saturated 
with blood; near end of culv ert. 


MAItY BARR, 
Recalled: Spoke of spade that Mosse 
had; was not so much dirt on it as now; 
did not notice tbe cracks in handle that 
this spade has. 


CROSS-EXAMINED. 
It resembles the spade Mosse had; he 
stood leaning on spade when she parted 
with him. 
He had been sticking the 
blade of spade in ground; did not notice 
how far. 
She desired to make a correc­ 
tion in her testimony . 
Mosse had the 
spade in his right hand, instead of the 
left. 


CROSS-EXAMINED. 


“ What makes y ou think differently 
now about it? ” 
Because he walked on 
her right hand side; made no other mis 
takes about any other parts of her testi­ 
mony . 


GEO. G. ROSEBROOK, 


Sworn: 
Liv ery man; 
known Mosse 
since last August; was his employ er 3} 
day s; was out at the culv ert when body 
was found; [witness described the condi­ 
tion of body under bridge as had other 
witnesses.] The soil on body was fresh 
and damp. 
The knife was found before 
officers arriv ed with defendant at culv ert; 
he has kept the knife since it was giv en 
him; saw stains on the knife; what he 
supposed was blood. 


CROSS EXAMINED. 
All the earth under the culv ert w aB 
damp; was one of the first to go out to 
culv ert; don’t know how long it was be­ 
fore Spiller produced the knife; does not 
remember all who were looking; heard 
Spiller say : “ here is a knife,” and then 
he picked it up; has seen many kniv es 
iust like that. 


NICHOLAS MOSS HOLDER, 
Sworn; Liv es in South Dix on; come to 
town past Chas. Hey bert’s; the road runs 
en rods south of culv ert; liv es two miles 
south of railroad; got ia town about 7 
o’clock; saw Mary Barr north of railroad; 
Mosse was with her; latter had a spade; 
walking along; used it as a cane; they 
were on’the road it was on 18 th Sept. 


CROSS-EXAMINED. 
Got to town about 7 or little after; left 
home about 6 . 
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JAMES PENROSE 
Sworn: Liv es about 8 0 rods from Sher­ 
wood Dix on’s; southeast of the depot; 
knows culv ert where body was found; 
ov er it ev ery day , driv ing cows to Hill’s 
place; passed culv ert about 5 p. m., Sept. 
12th, and his cattle rushed down to the 
culv ert to get water there; none there 
now 1 the cattle bawled, and he had the 
dog driv e them out of there, they bawled 
wickedly , as though they smelled blood; 
crossed again Monday ev ening, and the 
cattle made same demonstrations. Went 
ov er culv ert Friday morning, Sept. 18 th, 
about 8 o’clock; some of the cattle went 
down into the ditch; witness went down 
to see what made them bawl, and saw a 
hole dug fresh; then saw the corpse part­ 
ly cov ered up. 
Harried to Hill’s and 
told him there had been foul play about 
the culv ert; went right back with Mur- 
pby : then the first thiug he saw was the 
foqt, and he said; 
“ that was enough” ; 
he told Murphy to go and tell the au 
thorities, and he went with a man who 
came along with a dogcart; dirt looked as 
if freshly dug. Ho was not under the 
culv ert until the corpse had been remov - 
cik only then a few minutes; was’there 
again that afternoon; was there Monday ; 
found no blood.

Looked about the ground and in the 
grass; saw’ a gold ling; laid his stick to it, 
ami called Woody att, who came and pick­ 
ed it up; Woody att looked at it and said:

Ring found between the smart 
weeds and the grass; it was not cov ered;

MATHIAS LEVAN 
Sworn: Liv es in South Dix on; body 
found on 18 th Sept. 
He came to town 
that morning on road that goes under 
railroad; it was past sev en when he got 
here; Mossholder was ahead of him; met 
Mosse and Miss Barr on the road. A man 
was to come and do him some work; he 
thought this was the man, when he first 
saw Mosse. 
He wanted some ditching 
done, but did not ask Mosse to do it, be­ 
cause he saw that his spade was rusty ; 
k iss B an was with defendant. 


CRO^S* EXAMINED. 
Witness is certain as to the day he 
found the ring. If other witnesses should 
swear that it was 011 some other day , he 
is still certain that it was 
011 Monday . 
LeVan, Woody att and others were there. 
Found them there looking for things; 
went down to side of culv ert to see what 
made the cattle bawl*; ring was found 
about 16 feet from culv ert; 12 to 16 feet 
from the track of the road; many people 
were there on Sunday .

Pen­ 
rose was scratching around on his bands 
and knees before he found the ring. 


THEO. WILSON. 
Liv es in Palmy ra; knows Willis Spiller; 
was at the culv ert when the body was 
found; was there about as soon as any 
one. 
Helped search, walked ov er the 
bill, came back; went on the south side 
to look in the weeds to see if could find 
any thing, Spiller was there near him and 
when be found the knife and said “ here 
is a knife;” saw Spiller pick it up.

W as h ing t o n C i t y , Jan. 21.—Tho senate 
for the past two weak* has listened neai ly 
every day to the advocates of the unlimited 
coinage of silver dollars, but tho monotony 
of the proceedings was varied W ednesday 
by a si)©ech on the other side delivered l>y 
Senator Morrill, who first indulged in some 
remarks to the effect that tho friends of the 
administration should bear the burden <>t 
their fight against the enemies of a cardinal 
principle of the president and secretary of 
the treasury. 
He then Baid that his con­ 
viction that continued coinage of large 
amounts of silver would drive all the gold 
out ofwas based on the past ex perience of all 
’ivilizodk 
people 
that 
the 
inferior 
failed 
to . ex pel 
the 
c 
money 
never 
sujierior, 
and 
on the 
fact 
that oui 
own 
silver 
mines 
furnished 
more 
than one-half the annual silver yield of the 
world. 
This output of our mines was more 
than we could absorb, and all not used in 
coinage and the arts must find a 111*11 ket 
abroad. 
The largo and frequent sales of 
the surplus would establish the commercial 
value of silver. 
The ex odus of gold, how­ 
ever, would not 1)0 likely to appear with 
much torco until 
its shipment tiecame 
frequent, or until it commanded a premium, 
but a large return of American securities 
from abroad, affecting foreign ex change ad­ 
versely, or any great commercial disaster 
from which tho world was never ex empt, 
might suddenly produce this ex odus of gold. 
He°denied that thoro had been any failure 
on tho part of the treasury officials to com­ 
ply with the laws regarding the application 
of the money received from customs dues. 
“The secretary of the treasury,” he con­ 
tinued, “has already found it necessary to 
resort to unusual resources to avoid tho 
shock to all business interests of a sudden 
drop from reducing Ix itli gold and silver to a 
single silver standard. 
Whenever the gov­ 
ernment, from inability or from indisposi­ 
tion, shall fail to maintain the silver dollar 
on a par with gold, all the silver certificates, 
as well as all other paper currency, together 
with the silver dollar itself, will fall to the 
ex act commercial value of the bullion con­ 
tained in the standard silver dollar. 
All of 
our legal tender must then stand on that 
basis. 
There is no financial <Jr legislative 
witchcraft that offers any other fate. 
At the conclusion of Morrill’s remarks, 
Beck said he thought the country would 
think, on reading Morrill s sjioech, that if 
that were the best the mono-metallists could 
do, and the best that the treasury could uitl 
him to do, their case was a very i>oor one. 
To stop coining silver money in order to 
make silver mony more valuable, was like 
stopping the grinding of wheat into flour 
in order to make wheat more valuable. The 
argument merely showed that silver was 
good enough for everybody but the bond­ 
holder, who was the only person that had 
in writing agreed to take it 
Morrill scid lio did not claim that stop­ 
ping tho coinage would advance the value 
of silver. 
What he had said was that by 
stopping it for ft while, we might obtain the 
co-operation of other governments in coin­ 
ing more of it.

NEW' Y ork , Jan. 21.—The Cable News 
company sent the following from London 
as the principal points of the queen’s speech 
delivered in parliament at the reopening: 
Her majesty ex presses satisfaction that 
England is at peace and in friendship with 
the European powers; congratulates the 
country upon the peaceful conclusion of the 
negotiations with Russia in the Afghan 
m atter," by which that power was estopped 
from further progress through the territory 
of Afghanistan; the pacification of Egypt; 
the rapidity with which the campaign in 
Burmah was prosecuted and the satisfactory 
termination thereof, and hope is indulged in 
that the mission of Sir Henry D. Wolff may 
l>e brought to as satisfactory a close as its 
present aspect promises. 
The queen regrets that affairs in Ireland 
should l>e in so unsettled a condition, and 
hopes that if it shall be found necessary to 
adopt special measures to supersede the 
ordinary laws for the purpose of upholding 
public order, the full support of parliament 
will 1)6 given to them. 
Concerning the policy of tlje government, 
her majesty announces its intention to in­ 
troduce bills providing for the ex tension of 
local government in England and Scotland, 
and a similar measure for Ireland if the 
circumstance» of tho country shall render it 
ex pedient. 
Among other bills to l>e pro­ 
posed at an early date is one to establish an 
international copyright law. 
Much regret is ex pressed by her majesty 
over the depression of trade, and she earn­ 
estly hopes that the commission now inquir­ 
ing into its causes may be able to devise 
some means of improving it« condition and 
prospects. 
The Cable News company has learned 
upon undoubted authority that it is the in 
tention of the government, if defeated in i 
division upon the Irish question, not to re 
sign, but to appeal to the country.

stated upon authority tha. R t Hon. William 
Henry Sin th, secretary for war, will assume 
the office of chief secretary for Ireland.

A little boy 
was also brutally beaten and nearly killed. 
As the crowd was passing the Mutual works, 
they attacked a colored workman and beat 
him insensib le. 
At 3 o’clock in the afternoon the forces 
had nearly reached ML Pleasant and were 
starting for the Standard works when they 
were met by a body of twenty Pittsburg 
policemen, seventeen United States deputies 
in uniform and twenty -five deputies in 
citizens clothes. 
As the officers marched up 
the strikers drew up in battle array , pre­ 
senting a bold front 
The strikers carried 
two American flags, and were armed with 
revolvers, knives, axes and clubs. Detective 
Brophy attempted to arrest one of the lead­ 
ers when the officers were immediately sur­ 
rounded, but by prompt action with their 
maces drove the crowd back and arrested 
- -two of the leaders. 
The strikers, seeing that the! officers were 
determined, ran up the hill and b egan firing. 
Bullets whistled around very lively from 
the revolvers of strikers and officers. 
A 
second stand was made at the house of their 
leader, where the strikers had taken a posi­ 
tion. 
Here was the most desperate conflict, 
and fully Id > shots were fired. 
The officers 
b ravely faced the Hungarians and finally 
drove them over the hill toward the Alice 
mines. 
Thirteen Hungarians were arrested 
and sent to Ureensb urg. 
Considering the 
length of the b attle and the shots fired it 
is surprising no one was killed.
